Groups unite 
to fight sexually 
transmitted 
diseases

Alberta is enlisting dozens of com¬ 
munity groups to create a strategy 
to tackle what they’ve called "out¬ 
break levels" of sexually transmitted 
infections. 

The province's current five-year 
plan concludes at the end of the 
year. Officials are now opening an 
"expanded level of involvement * for 
community groups to build the next 
strategy, confirmed Shannon Evans 
of Alberta Health Services. 

ST1 rates in the province have 
"spiked dramatically," according to 
past government statements: gonor¬ 
rhea was up by SO per cent in 2015 
compared with 2014. Over the same 


period, cases of syphilis doubled. 

Ihe current approach needs a re¬ 
think, said Brook Biggin, who was. 
recently appointed to the strategy's 
steering committee. “1 think the 
people who are responsible for sex¬ 
ual health in Alberta kind of get that 
it's not working." he said. 

Biggin founded the Edmonton 
Men's Health Collective and also 
works at HIV Edmonton and said 
a community-based approach is "a 
step in the light direction" because 
it will add accountability. 

“We'd all know what's in the strat¬ 
egy because we've helped create it, 
and well know who to call if some¬ 
thing goes wrong because we sat 
across the table from them." 

More than 200 stakeholders first 
met in September on the strategy, 
and Evans said they hope to have 
the new plan ready by early 2017. 

The scope of the final strategy is 
broad, Evans added. 

"It's the whole spectrum. It's not 
just about treatment, which is what 
most people think when they think 
STIs, It's prevention, it's awareness, 
it's the social discourse,'’ she said.

Meet the new Stanley Milner 

City's flagship library ready for a truly sleek makeover with a 2020 vision for connectivity and community

Sleek new renderings of the 
Stanley Milner library released 
Thursday show a different fu¬ 
ture for Hdmonton's down¬ 
town library. 

'The current library is set to 
start scaling back services in 
early November before shut¬ 
ting down at the end of the 
year and decamping to a spot 
in Enterprise Square until 2020 
— when the new building will 
be unveiled. 

We talked to architect Ste¬ 
phen Teeple, of Teeple Archi¬ 
tects Inc, who parted with 
Tkalcic Benge rt on the design, 
about what we can look for¬ 
ward to, 

What do these renderings 
show? 

These new renderings show a 
complete design ... a sustain¬ 
able building envelope, and an 
exciting interior with a dynam¬ 
ic atrium that interconnects 
all three public floors of the 
library. There is a natural flow 
between inside and outside 
that leads up a new reading 
ramp (and) a new civic room 
overlooking the city. 

What was the intent of the 
design? 

The general intent of the de¬ 
sign is to connect the library 
to the city, to stretch the sitin’ 
off of the building, bringing 
you out toward important civic 


moments. Large areas of 
glazing at these key moments 
emphasize these visual connec¬ 
tions, and open up views into 
library activities. 

What will it do for down¬ 


town? 

The building will now begin 
to animate the public spaces 
around it. bringing more life 
and activity to these streets and 
spaces like Centennial Plaza 
through greater connectivity. 


New location is a 
temporary move 

Metro also talked to the Milner 
library’s executive director of 
strategy and innovation, 'Tina 
Thomas, about what this new 
design means for Edmonton 
Public’s flagship library. 

What are you mus t Looking 
forward to? 


Jt is such an iconic, beautiful 
structure in the he a it of down¬ 
town. Particularly for the li¬ 
brary t here are these great, big 
windows. There are so many 
great vantage points looking 
into the library, but also look- 
ingout. 

What was die thought be¬ 
hind the design, from the 
library's perspective? 

The current building is 50 years 


old and it was designed at a 
time when there were differ¬ 
ent thoughts about what you 
needed for a library. The floors 
are very separated from each 
other, there isn’t a lot of light 
coming in. It’s very different 
from this open, airy creation 
that we’re looking at now. 

And while I'm so happy the 
new building is going to look 
great, this is also going to be a 
place where people will want 
to come and spend time. We 
did a lot of public consulta¬ 
tion and people weren’t look¬ 
ing for ways to have a better 
transactional experience, they 
were looking for ways to en¬ 
hance their experience because 
they expected to be here for a 
while. More light, better seat¬ 
ing, more things to do. 

How will your services 
change? 

Jt gives us so much more flex¬ 
ibility In the services that we 
can offer. 

WeTe taking a lot of the 
great services we offer already 
and making them bigger, like 
a fabulous children’s library 
and making it bigger, it's go¬ 
ing from 4.000 square feet to 
over 13,000 square feet. 

We'll have space that’s pur¬ 
posely built to reflect and hon¬ 
our indigenous history, that's 
also ventilated to allow for 
smudge ceremonies. We've got 
great program rooms looking 
out onto Churchill Square, and 
it could be community groups 
having meetings and hosting 
events.

On Monday, dty council ls 
set to examine two bylaws 
regarding the communities, 
located in northern and south¬ 
ern Edmonton, respectively. 

City administration is sup¬ 
porting the development of 
medium-density and multi- 
family dwellings near transit 
stations. Prior tn that, single- 
family, detached residences 
were recommended. 

Laurie Moulton, senior 
planner for the Eaux Claires 
File, said the strategy is critic¬ 
al for Edmonton. 

“It's important to keep our 
city sustainable/ Moulton 
said. “As we keep spreading 
out* the cost of providing 
services — be it buses, be it 
water or be it sewer — gets 
expensive." 

Density takes cars off the 
road and adds more people 
to transit, she added. 

"There’s also less sprawl,” 
she said. 

" The biggest attraction to 
a city is density.” 

Glenridding Ravine, a com¬ 
munity that currently has few 
homes and lots of gree n space, 
is part of a project hi which 
cities in the Capital Region 
have higher density targets. 


Edmonton's Blatchford community Is seeing more density proposed along transit lines. 
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Our councillors and 
administration are looking at 
building up rather than out, 

Boa trice McMillan 


Beatrice McMillan, senior 
planner at Glenridding Rav¬ 
ine, said the proposed tran¬ 
sit hub in that community 
will be next to developments 
such as town-homes, stacked 
row housing and commercial 


spaces. 

A school is also proposed 
for the community of Glen¬ 
ridding Heights, which is ad¬ 
jacent to Glenridding Ifavine. 

She said it's all part of hav¬ 
ing a denser Edmonton. 


“Our councillors and ad¬ 
ministration are looking at 
building up rather than out," 
she said, 

Moulton said she hopes the 
build of multi-use homes will 
help complete Eaux Claires. 

“It's been in progress for 
quite sometime." she said. 
“It'll be connecting the two 
major roads in the area, which 
our neighbours are looking 
forward to."

Millennial s 
more hopeful 
than boomers 
about future 


Millennia Is are taking a hit from 
low oil places in Alberta, but 
many are not feeling ns down 
and out ns their older counter- 
pails. 

The latest AT E Investor Bent 
Survey shows 35 per cent of 
Millennials (those aged IS to 34] 
are feeling optimistic when it 
comes to saving and investing, 
compared to 23 per cent of Gen 
Xers and 29 per cent of Baby 
Boomers. 

“They have more ability to do 
things differently or to look at 
things differently. They're not 
as tied down into a career" said 
ATS Investor Sendees Idesident 
Chris Ttirchnnsky. 

He added that Millennials are 
also more optimistic about the 


provincial and national econ¬ 
omy. 

“individuals who are 55 and 
older are far more pessimistic.'" 

Their optimism holds up in 
spite oft he fact Millennials are 
likely to be hit the hardest in a 
struggling economy. 

The survey shows 52 percent 
of Albertans say they are feeling 
the effects of low oil prices, up 
from 49 per cent three months 
ago. Of that group, Millennials 
and Gen Xers are significantly 
more likely than Boomers to 
have been affected. 

Millennials are also 5T per 
cent more likely than Boomers 
to consider relocating for work. 

“Millennials are impacted 
more, and J think a lot of times 
it's based on they're sort of the 
last in. When downsizing is hap¬ 
pening or salary freezes take 
place, it fends to hit Millennials 
first," Turchansky said. 

“But I think that ELdaptive na¬ 
ture that they have allows them 
to be more optimistic." 

Nearly half of survey respond¬ 
ents said they have reduced their 
spending and 23 per cent said 
they have changed vacation 
plans to save money.

Alberta Health Services is 
greening its health facilities 
to offset more than 5S million 
it foresees having to spend on 
extra natural gas costs to heat 
hospitals. 

On Thursday, AHS Cap¬ 
ital Management Chief Pro¬ 
gram Officer Brian Stevenson 
told Metro the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment's carbon levy will 
increase the organization's 
natural gas costs by S8.2 mil¬ 
lion annually in the 2018-19 
fiscal year. 

Costs will increase by 51.3 
million in the 2016-17 fiscal 
year and bv $6.4 million in 
2018-19. he added. 

Stevenson said AHS is ex¬ 
ploring ways it can partially 
cover the additional costs by

going green. 

He said efficiencies in AHS's 
capital management oper¬ 
ations include green projects, 
like re-commissioning build¬ 
ings, LED lighting upgrades 
and equipment and system 
renovations.

redirect hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars a year back 
into patient care.” 

Other projects include the 
fine-tuning, cleaning or re¬ 
placing of parts on a variety 
of mechanical and electrical 
systems, he added. 

Stevenson SEiid those pro¬ 


jects helped AHS save mote 
than $300,000 in energy costs 
last year.

In an email. Ministry'of En¬ 
vironment spokesman Kyle 
Perguson said more oppor¬

The government's carbon 
lax comes into effect on Janu¬ 
ary L with a rate of $20 per 
tonne. In 2018, the rate will 
be 530 per tonne. 

Alberta estimates it'll cost 
singles and couples an extra 
$191 and 5259, respectively, 
come January. 

There are also rebates for 
low- and middle-income sin¬ 
gles and families. 

Stevenson noted the addi¬ 
tional expenses for natural 
gas costs represent a fraction 
of AHS’s annual 593 million 
utility budget. He said the 
additional expenses will be 
factored into its yearly utility 
costs and budget submissions 
to the government.

An early morning text was the 
first warning to Jason Caldwell 
that something w r as wrong. 

“Jason. Do you know where 
your boys areV" 

He'd just had dinner with 
Evan and Jordan.

He hugged them goodbye and 
they went out the door with 
their friends from church.

Healing centre 
says‘old ways’ 
are culturally 
important

Michelle Nieviadomy quickly 
learned the value of traditional 
healing when an elder made 
her a liquorice root drink. 

"'there is definitely a truth to 
our old ways," said Nieviadomy, 
assistant director of the Edmon¬ 
ton Native Healing Centre. “It's 
definitely important and needs 
to come alive.” 

Nieviadomy says tradition¬ 
al healing methods play a 
role in help¬ 
ing indigen¬ 
ous people in 
Edmonton re¬ 
kindle their 
mots — and the 
Alberta govern¬ 
ment increas¬ 
ingly agrees. 

In fact, it’s 
currently speaking with in¬ 
digenous leaders to determine 
how it can support the imple¬ 
mentation of Spirit of Heal¬ 
ing, a project that recommends 
traditional healing methods 
when it comes to prescription 
drug abuse. 

Western medicine also plays 
a role, Nieviadomy added. 
However, she said she’s find¬ 
ing more people want to in¬ 


corporate traditions when it 
comes to healing. 

“It's not only medicine for 
their physical beings, but for 
their spirit, mentally tmd emo¬ 
tionally, “ she said. “It's con¬ 
necting our people to who they 
are as indigenous people.” 

The Spirit of Healing plan 
also recommends more elder 
support s and patient education 
when prescribing potentially 
harmful or addictive medica¬ 
tions, among others. 

Trevor Berard, who worked 
with Treaty 8 communities 
when finalizing the plan, noted 
fentanyl has affected some in¬ 
digenous communities. 

"We need to definitely work 
together to deal with this,” he 
said. “ The trauma is something 
we really need to deal with at 
the community level. 

“The whole community 
needs to be involved, no mat¬ 
ter what the 
issue is.” 

Health Can¬ 
ada has also 
been part of put¬ 
ting the Spirit of 
Healing strategy 
into action. For 
the 2016-17 fis¬ 
cal year, t he fed¬ 
eral health agency will provide 
more than Si 5 million for the 
National Native Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Programming and 
treatment centres in Alberta. 

Nieviadomy said traditional 
healing is different for every¬ 
one. 

“It's connecting the com¬ 
munity with a ceremonial 
family.” she said. 'Tor me, 
prayer always came first."

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Stantec to buy local 
architecture firm 


Stantec is set to acquire Archi¬ 
tecture Tkalcic Bengert, a Io¬ 
ta! architecture firm, whose 
portfolio includes design work 
on Rogers Place and the Stan¬ 
ley A. Milner Library. 

The Edmonton-based engin¬ 
eering and consulting giant 
announced Wednesday it has 
signed a letter of intent to 
acquire ATB, as it's better 
known, for an undisclosed 
price.

Young Somalis suffer 
police racism: Report

Seventy per cent of young So- 
mali-Canadians in Edmonton 
feel they have a difficult rela¬ 
tionship with police, according 
to a report delivered to a police 
commission meeting Thursday 

University of Alberta associ¬ 
ate professor Sandra Bucerius 
co-authored the study, which 
focused on the perceptions of 
police among young So mali- 
Canadians. 

The two-phase study was 
approved by Edmonton Police 
Service Chief Rod Knecht in 
February 2015. 

The first phase of the study 
featured interviews and surveys 
with 301 Edmonton Somalis 
between the ages of 16 and 30. 
Of those. 22 per cent said they 
experienced discrimination at 
the hands of police officers. 

The second phase of the study 
consisted of 57 in-depth inter¬ 
views with EPS members. It 
indicated that members have 
basic knowledge about the So¬ 
mali community, but more in¬ 
formation about the community 
and its culture would help them 
significantly. 

In one anonymous inter-

view included in the 
report, an officer re¬ 
calls a Somali man 
getting agitated dur¬ 
ing an arrest, malting 
his colleague “increas¬ 
ingly concerned.” 

“Here you have this 
guy freaking out and 
becoming aggressive. 

And then 1 seiw that 
the Qur'an was lying 
on the ground — the 
guy just wanted to 
pick it up," he said. “But my 
colleagues did not pick up on 
this, because they don't know 
the mles. So, he got to pick up 


the Qur'an and was 
co-operating after. 
Rules like that, we 
need to know diem." 

Bashir Ahmad, 
executive director 
of the Somali Can¬ 
adian Education and 
Rural Development 
Organ ination, said 
Somali community 
leaders were not 
made aware of the 
report. 

“We have some skepticism 
that this research has not been 
consulted or reached out to the 
majority of the Somali commun¬ 


ity stakeholders in Edmonton, 
including Somali community 
leaders” 

Among the report's recom¬ 
mendations are training, en¬ 
gaging more women and youth 
from the community and creat¬ 
ing safe spaces. 

Knecht said it is encouraging 
to see officers show an interest 
receiving cultural training. 

“I think it's one of those re¬ 
ports that can't collect dust.” he 
said. “We have a group of police 
officers that are interested, en¬ 
gaged and want to see it work 
and we have a community that 
wants to be engaged."

The instrument has had 


quite the life: Myhre believes 
it was built in New York in the 
1920s before making its way 
across the continent, 

The fiddle ended up in 
his Edmonton music store, 
Myhre's Music, 30 years ago, 
brought in by a man who got 
it as payment for a bad debt 
— and wanted to get rid of it. 

As soon as he put bow to 
string, Myhre knew he had 
something special.

The greater sage grouse in 
Canada is found only in south¬ 
eastern Alberta and southwest¬ 
ern Saskatchewan. 

It is primarily threatened by 
habitat destruction and human 
development. 

The 31 .OCWHqtuue-foot breed¬ 
ing centre will focus on all as¬ 
pects of captive breeding and 
offer sage brush and other native 
vegetation for the birds. 

T he facility will also have 
cameras to monitor the grouse 
and provide space for research 
to improve incubation, survival 
and breeding.

A disturbing one-third of Ciin- 
udiiins who use social media 
have been harassed or bul¬ 
lied online, according to a 
new poll — and for a quar¬ 
ter of them, the effects are 
being downloaded into their 
'real lives.’ 

With just 11 per cent of the 
country noE yet on Face book, 
'IWitter or other networks, an 
increasing number of people 
are finding themselves essen¬ 
tially silenced by the trolls, 
the Angus Reid Institute study 
found. 

“it certainly mutes voices 
that might otherwise be 
heard,* explained the non¬ 


profit polling organization's 
executive director, Shachi 
KurI, in a phone interview. 
lL Six-in-ten people on social 
media say they're not going 
to share things, deleting a 
tweet, removing a picture, 
or deciding to not post some¬ 
thing because they want to 
avoid unwelcome responses. 

"They're self-censoring be¬ 
cause they're worried about 
what the backlash could he, 
particularly from trolls. 1 ' 

This year, 0 host busters 


star Leslie Jones was forced 
to leave Twitter after be¬ 
ing hounded by thousands 
of trolls online waging a re¬ 
lentless online attack on the 
Black actor. 

In Canada, elected Sas¬ 
katchewan politician Ben 
Kautz apologized and resigned 
after he made a Facebook 
comment about the shooting 
of a young First Nations man 
in front of his three friends 
by a white farmer, saying. 
“His only mistake was leav¬ 


ing three w it nesses.” 

The results of the survey of 
Canadians were even worse 
among LGEJTQ, social media 
users — 58 per cent of whom 
reported being harassed on 
the platforms — 38 per cent of 
visible minorities, and nearly 
half of users age IB to 34, 

“Only 10 to 11 percent of 
Canadians say they’re not 
using social media at all," 
Kurl said. But she emphasized 
thEfct it's a myth that online 
bullying can be simply ig¬ 


nored by logging off. 

“Of those who say they've 
been harassed on social media 
in some way, about one-in- 
four say it's actually followed 
them into their teal lives, 4 she 
said, "and it's a Little higher 
for women than for men. 

“There can be a sense of 
minimizing it, ‘It’s just on so¬ 
cial media, it's not real' ... the 
notion that it's just a screen. 
noE ei person, But there's a 
reEil-life impact to this.” 

Among women on social 


media, the poll found 28 per 
cent said “their experiences 
with harassment on social 
have had an impact on their 
real lives," nine points more 
than for men. 

The ways online harass- 
ment is impacting people of¬ 
fline include changing real- 
world habits after receiving 
threats 157 per cent], one-third 
who found it affected their 
relationships with family or 
friends, and nearly as many 
who “received unwelcome 
phone calls^messages/tes Is" 
(31 per cent). 

More than one in ten vic¬ 
tims on online harassment 
said they were followed or 
stalked “in person," while 
eight percent said they had 
to change their place of work 
or school afterwards. 

Kurl said that Canadians 
appear to be not taking the 
abuse quietly, however; the 
majority called for social 
media companies to do more 
in combatting bullying on 
their platforms.

PM ‘deeply committed’ to electoral reform

Justin Trudeau says he re¬ 
mains "deeply committed" to 
reforming the voting system. 

The prime minister re¬ 
affirmed his commitment 
Thursday, one day after he 
appeared Eo be preparing to 
renege on his promise that the 
2015 federal election would 
be the last conducted under 
the first-past-the-post process. 

“I think it’s important that 
a country as forward thinking 
and constantly improving and 
evolving as Canada is alert to 
opportunities to improve our 
systems of governance and 
the way we pick our govern¬ 
ments," Trudeau said after tak¬ 
ing part in the official open¬ 


ing of Amazon Canada's new 
warehouse and distribution 
centre in Brampton, Ont. 

“And that’s a commitment 
we made in our election that 
l continue to be deeply com¬ 
mitted to.” 

Trudeau's reassurance was 
in contrast to an interview 
published Wednesday in Mont¬ 
real's le Devoir newspaper, 
in which the prime minister 
said that any major reform to 
the voting system will require 
"'substantial 4 ' support. At the 
SEime time, he opined that the 
public clamour for reform has 
subsided since the Liberals de¬ 
feated Stephen Harper's Con¬ 
servatives one year ago. 


"Under the current system, 
(Canadians) now have a gov¬ 
ernment they're more satis¬ 
fied with and the motivation 


to change the electoral system 
is less compelling,” he told 
Le Devoir, 

The interview touched off 


accusations that Trudeau is 
preparing to abandon his 
campaign promise to scrap 
first-past-the-post, a widely 
criticized voting system that 
resulted in Trudeau's Liberals 
winning 54 per cent of the 
seats in the House of Commons 
despite capturing less than 40 
per cent of the popular vote. 

NOl 1 democratic reform crit¬ 
ic Nathan Cullen told the Com¬ 
mons that the prime minister 
seems to think “that because 
he won the last election the 
system must now be perfect." 

"Canadians are tired of self- 
serving politicians making 
promises just to get elected."

The terracotta replacement 
head has been turning heads, 
because it's an orangish hue 
on an otherwise white statue. 
Its spiky hair has moved at 
least one observer to say it 
looks more like Lisa Simpson 
of cartoon fame than the clas¬ 
sic Baby Jesus, 

Worse yet, it's changing 
shape in the rain and turn¬ 
ing the rest of the statue an 
orangish hue. 

“I have noticed that, with 
the rain, the day is eroding,” 


father Gerard Lajeunese said 
in an interview. “! may have 
to have it removed.'’ 

"Right now. it's staining the 
statue." Lajeunese said. 

The terracotta head is the 
work of local artist Heather 


Wise, ivho told Lajeunese she 
plans to replace it with a stone 
one eventually. 

She volunteered to do the 
job for free, even though she 
has never sculpted in stone be¬ 
fore and doesn't belong to the 


parish, Lajeunese said. 

The plan was that the orange 
terracotta head would serve 
as a temporary replacement 
until she could do something 
in stone.

Canadian doctor clarifies 
how abortions actually work

As she listened to Donald 
Trump describe Hillary Clin¬ 
ton's views on abortion as, 
“In the ninth month you 
can take the baby and rip 
the baby out of the womb 
of the mother just prior to 
the birth of the baby," at the 
LIS. presidential debate on 
Wednesday, Dr. Wendy Nor¬ 
man was disappointed, but 
not surprised. 

“The inaccuracies are glar¬ 
ing and obvious and they 
are akin to many inaccur¬ 
acies we've heard from this 
particular candidate," said 
Norman, a family physician 
and chair of Family Planning 
Public Health Research at 
the University of British Col¬ 
umbia, 

The terms “partial-birth 
abortion" and “late-term 
abortion," which the mod¬ 
erator used in his question, 
are not medically accurate, 
Norman explained. 

“The word ’term' refers to 
the time between 37 weeks 
and 42 weeks, when it's safe 
and normal for a baby to be 
born. There are no abortions 
happening then ... and abor-

lions are not ‘birth 1 process¬ 
es." she said. 

What pro-life advocates 
call “partial-birth abortion" 
is an intact dilation and ex¬ 
traction. It's used most often 
in second-trimester abortions 
(13-27 weeks of pregnancy) 
when there's been a diag¬ 
nosis of devastating or fatal 
birth defects and an autopsy 


is needed or parents want a 
body to grieve over. 

The procedure is perfectly 
legal in Canada, but banned 
in the U.S., with a few ex¬ 
ceptions. 

“These are necessary 
procedures," Norman said. 
“Women who are unfortu¬ 
nate enough to be faced with 
this decision at that point in 
their pregnancy usually have 
a number of calamities." 

“Something really devastat¬ 
ing about the fetus" — like 
a skull with no brain grow¬ 
ing — make up the majority, 
she said. 

Rarely, the fetus is fine but 
the mother has faced “signifi¬ 
cant barriers to access care," 
like severe domestic violence, 
incest, or being so young that 
the pregnancy was diagnosed 
late because the girl had "no 
idea what was happening, 11 
Norman said, 

Canada has gotten better at 
providing access to abortions 
in the second trimester over 
the past decade, she added, 
but there's room lo improve.

We asked Metro readers what they want to know about the flu shot, and their reasons for not getting the 
jab. We put them to expert Dr. Allison MeGeer She says you shouldn't throw away your shot to fight flu. 


44 Why are scientists so 
had at choosing the strain 
for the flu shot? Last year it 
was 45-50 per cent effect¬ 
ive; in 2014-2015 just 23 
percent. The World Health 
Organization chooses the 
strains. They're actually really 
good at it. It's just hard. I n Flu - 
enza viruses are changing all 
the time. It's how they escape 
our immune system. There are 
billions of influenza viruses, 
and WHO experts have to 
predict the one that's going 
to be the most common next 
year, 156 countries have a na¬ 
tional lab that selects new and 
different viruses to send up 
to the WHO so they can test 
them and look at the direction 
viruses are going in. They're 
getting better. But it takes six 
months to make a flu vaccine. 

44 How fast do flu viruses 
change? Depends on the 
strain. HI Ml doesn't change 
that much. But H3N2 can 
change a lot in a month. It 
doesn't always. But it changes 
en ough that often, within a 
year, we give the virus a new 
name. And that's an indication 
that it's changed enough to 
pretty much infect everyone 
in the world again. 


Runny, stuffed-up nose, 
wre throat and a bad 
cough could be signs of 
influenza cr a less dangerous 
vii us like the common cold.

The benefit to 
you is not t riviali. If it were 
trivial, we wouldn't tell you 
to get vaccinated. It's not 
mandatory. But you should 
choose thinking about the 
other people in your life. 


it The flu shut is 50 or 50 
per cent effective in a good 
year. Why bother? I don't 
expect anything else in my life 
to be 100 per cent effective, 
The flu vaccine is way less 
than perfect. There are some 
other things you can do — 
wash your hands, make sure 
people stay home if they're 
sick, practise respiratory eti¬ 
quette — but there is not as 
good evidence for them as 
there is for the vaccine. 

Do deaths and hospitaliz¬ 
ations go down when there 
Is universal flu vaccina¬ 
tion? Is it worth it? There's 
an analysis of the impact 
of the universal flu vaccine 
in Ontario by a guy called 
Jeff Kwo-ng. And he found 
the program is cost effect¬ 
ive, {Kwpng's 2010 study 
showed that universal flu 
shots caused a 61 percent 
reduction in flu cases and 2S 
per cent reduction in deaths, 
as compared to a program 
where only high-risk people 
get flu shots. The net cost to 
the health care system was 
$2-60 per shot). 

44 In 2014-2015, people 
who got the flu shot every 
yes r were a ctu a II y mo re 
likely to get the flu than 
others. How did that hap¬ 
pen? And how can we make 
sure it doesn't happen 
again? We've been making 
and using influenza vaccines 
pretty reliably since the 
early 1940s. And the 2014- 
2015 flu season was the first 
lime we had this degree of 
mismatch (the wrong strain 
of H3N2 flu was chosen). 

It's not very likely to happen 
again. As with most disas¬ 
ters, it's not just one thing 
that went wrong. There was 
also a problem adapting that 
particular strain (for the vac¬ 
cine). We learned that if the 
change in the virus is just 
right, if you get vaccinated 
in two years, your protection 
in the second year is not as 
good as the protection of 
a person who did not get 
vaccinated last year but did 
get the vaccine this year. 

This doesn't happen every 
year, And in our (forthcoming) 
study of health care workers, 
those who had the vaccine for 
20+ years were as well pro¬ 
tected as those who had been 
vaccinated less often. 


Why eggs? 

Hu shots contain traces of 
egg because an egg is just 
a better way to grow viruses 
than anything else we had 
when we started making 
flu vaccines. We’re getting 
dose to a Iter natives, but 
we're not there yet,

min C, Vitamin B, ginger 
-- any truth to these earthy 
alternative flu treatments? 

There is no evidence that any 
of those things reduce either 
the freouency or severity of 
symptoms. Wish they did, but 
they don't. 

44 Why are people so skep¬ 
tical about the benefit of 
flu-shots? You worry about 
things that are foreign and 
strange and rare, not things 
that are common. We just 
don't respect influenza. As a 
healthy adult, for example, 

■ 'm more likely to die of flu 
than meningitis, Meningi¬ 
tis is uncommon, but if you 
get it it's really bad, so that 
makes it very scary.

Spirits make 
their presence 
known in very 
horrific ways 



For almost 100 years Ouija 
Boards have caused trouble 
on the big screen, from the 
1920 movie Ouija Board Eo this 
weekend's Quija: Origin of Evil, 
characters have used witch- 
boards to communicate w r ith 
the dead to disastrous results. 


The most famous Ouija de¬ 
sign features the alphabet, 
numbers from zero to nine, 
and the words yes, no and 
goodbye printed on the board 
in an elaborate font. The spir¬ 
its use a wooden heart-shaped 
planchette ora pointer to an¬ 
swer the living's questions 
from beyond. 

Changes have been niEide to 
t he basic design over the years. 
There have been glow-in-the- 
dark versions, a pink board 
marketed to teen girls and one 
with a light up planchette that 
illuminates the board's hidden 
messages. Whatever the look, 
the spirit board has also been a 
springboard for many movies. 

The I960 film 13 Ghosts be¬ 
gins when a wealthy occult¬ 


ist bequeaths his home to his 
nephew, in a scene that almost 
plays like a commercial for Oue- 
ja, the home’s new residents 
soon discover a spirit board. 

'‘Ouija, the mystifying or¬ 
acle , " says Medea |Jo Morrow), 
“*the most modern method of 
fortune telling. Anyone want 
to tty it?” They gather round 
the board and ask, “Are there 


any ghosts in this house?" 
T he answer is yes and soon 
the spirits make their pres¬ 
ence know r n. 

The kitschy movie w r as a hit 
and helped spark the Ouija 
craze of the 1960s. which hit 
a high in 1967 when sales of 
the talking boards surpassed 
Monopoly. “In the late 1600s 
continuing all the way into 


the 1960s. the Ouija board was 
considered good, clean, family 
fun," says designer Homan 
Mars. Then in 1973. along 
came a movie that scared audi¬ 
ences and consumers alike. 

The Exorcist, the most 
famous of all demon posses¬ 
sion movies, is based in part 
on the 1949 case of an an¬ 
onymous Maryland teenager. 
The Catholic Church declared 
the boy to be under a diabol¬ 
ical spell when strange things 
started happening — levitating 
furniture and holy water vials 
crashing to the ground — after 
he played with a Ouija board. 

in the famous film a teen¬ 
age girl is possessed by a de¬ 
mon after she finds an old 
Ouija Board in a closet. Play¬ 


ing with the board, she en¬ 
counters Captain Howdy; a.k.a. 
Paznzu, king of the demons of 
the wind. "J ask the questions 
an J he gives the answers!" she 
says before her head starts 
spinning. 

Ouija historian Robert Mur- 
ch compares The Friorcist's ef¬ 
fect on the decline in popular¬ 
ity of the boards to a famous 
thriller's influence on every- 

u 

day hygiene. 

“It’s kind of like Psycho,” 
he says. “Mo one was ELfruid 
of showers until that scene.” 

Immediately following the 
release of The Exorcist witch- 
boards were suddenly per¬ 
ceived as an instrument of 
the devil, a conduit between 
demons and regular folks. 
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I fought the Raging Boll—and lost

The following is a true story. 

Ten years ago. J was passing 
the time as one of the myr¬ 
iad know-it-all critics making 
sport of Uwe Boll's career. He 
was fan to kick around. Easy 
prey. And even more con¬ 
founding than his movies was 
his loud, vulgar, cartoonish 
persona. He was like strange 
cinema's answer to Donald 
Trump and E, along with doz¬ 
ens of others, had a ball with 
our Boll-bashing. 

Eventually, Uwe had had 
enough and he put out a public 
call to his detractors to ‘'put 
up or shut up*" to literally 
fight him in the boxing ring 
in a highly publicized stunt 
dubbed""Raging Roll." 

The spirit of Andy Kaufman 
was alive and well and liv¬ 
ing in a five-foot-tall German 
filmmaker. 

Naturally, I signed up. And 
surprisingly, J was the only 
Canadian chosen to be his 
opponent. And while most 
of the other ‘net scribbling 
numbskulls' perceived this 
to be a lark, J didn't. 

Well. 1 did. but 1 knew Boll 



was a bit nuts. And 1 knew he 
had actually boxed back in the 
Fatherland. 

So 1 trained. I hired a boxing 
coach named Wayne Eorque, 
who had helped train the 
fighters in the film Cinderella 
Man to teach me some moves. 

I punched stuff. I did ridicu¬ 
lous amounts of cardio. 1 went 
oli MTV to promote the fight 
and adopted a horror nerd ver¬ 
sion of a Mohammed Ah man¬ 
tra: “I'm gonna put Boll to bed 
for House of the Dead! He's 
gonna feel pain for making 
Blood ray n el You've heard of 
theThrilla in Manilla? This is 
the Maneuver in Vancouver!“ 

And indeed 1 and three 
other idiots were flown to Van¬ 
couver, to the Plaza of Nations, 
to actually fight Boll in front of 
a crowd of hundreds, most of 
them friends of Boll's ^ includ¬ 
ing actors Michael Pare and 
Kristianna Lokken) along with 
members ofthe curious inter¬ 
national press. 1 watched the 
other shmucks get their rumps 
handed to them, shocked that 
the stocky and muscle-bound 
Boll was actually playing to 
win and punching to hurt. I 
saw them all fall. One of them 
vomited. 

And then it was my turn. 

I jumped in, fists flying. The 
crowd roared. I blocked punch¬ 
es, danced around and landed 
mo re than a few blows of my 
own, getting Boll up against 
the ropes. It was a fair fight! 

At the end of the first round, 
my corner man gave me a 
water bottle that was actually

filled with fake blood. 

I guzzled the hitler fluid and 
when the bell rang J jumped 
back in. I waited. J let Boll hit 
me. I spat the blood at him. 
Ihe crowd cheered thinking 
that the gore was real. 

The ref asked me if 1 want¬ 
ed to end the fight and 3 told 
him that the blood was in fact 
phony. Boll was not happy 
with the gag and came at me 
with a haymaker shot to the 
skull. 

Down 1 went, I got back up, 
dizzy, and came out again. An¬ 
other clobbering blow to the 
head sent me crumpling to 
the mat. J didn't get up after 
that. Fight over. 

But oddly, after this. Uwe 
respected me. J was playing to 
win, taking the blows, just like 
he did, every day, putting his 
balls on the block with every 
film he was making. 

He actually invited me Eo 
his beach house the next day 
and J was astonished to learn 
that he was incredibly intelli¬ 
gent and knew virtually every¬ 
thing about cinema history. 

We became friends. I’d like 
to think we still are. 

Recently, I 
came home 
and my nine- > 
year-old son 
Jack said 
some dude 
w r ho talked 
Funny called 
a n d was 
asking for 
“Creees Al-ax- 
an-dah."

Ihe critics won't have Uwe Boll 
to kick around anymore. 

Ihe German filmmaker, who 
once played Adolph Hitler in an 
action comedy film called Blub- 
berella, ls best known for adapt¬ 
ing video games Like House of the 
Dead, BloodRayneand Dungeon 
Siege into movies. 

He's never had an easy ride 
with reviewers — the Is an Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle’s Peter Hartlaub 
called Alone in the Dark, “a film 
so mind-blowingly horrible that 
it teeters on the edge of cine¬ 
matic immortality"—and earned 
the nickname The Raging Boll 
after challenging his worst crit¬ 


ics a "put up or shut up" box¬ 
ing match. 

He knocked out each of his 
four opponents, landing a blow 
for anyone who has ever suffered 
a bad review. 

Now he 's done. The release of 
Rampage: President Down is his 
swan song, the final film he will 
direct he says, in part, because 
his politically charged movies 
have “no impact" 

'‘Rampage 3 wall be watched 
on Netflbc DVD or i'Tunes or 
whatever," he says. 

‘They'll say. 'That wonder¬ 
ful movie! 1 liked it blah, blah, 
blah, 1 then watch Avengers. With 
streaming everywhere there is 
just a big wave of movies flooding 
around and you have no impact." 

“The market is dead,” he adds . 


“you don‘t make any money any¬ 
more on movies because the DVD 
and Blu Ray market worldwide 
has dropped SO per cent in the 
last three years. That is the real 
reason; I just cannot afford to 
make movies." 

“I can't go back to student 
filmmaking because 5 have made 
so many movies in my life, and I 
can’t make cheaper and cheaper 
movies at my age. it’s a shame. 
J would be happy to make mov¬ 
ies but it is just not financially 
profitable." 

Boll says he's been self-finan¬ 
cing his films for over a decade. 

“I never had people giving me 
money" he says. 

“I've been using my money 
since 2005 and if I hadn’t made 
the stupid video game based mov¬ 


ies l would never have amalgam¬ 
ated ihe capital so I could say, 
'Let's make the Darfur movie. 1 
1 don't need a Ferrari, I don't 
need a yacht. 1 invested in my 
own movies and 1 lost money." 

He may have gone in the hole 
on films like Attack on Darfur 
and Assault on Wall Street, but 
he's proud of their grit and real¬ 
ism. 

“It’s way better than Wall 
Street 2 by Oliver Stone," he 
boasts. “It's better researched, 
it’s better written, it's better, but 
it doesn't have Michael Douglas." 

He says his movies are con¬ 
crete. as they portray “real 
issues." 

“It's not Jason Bourne or any 
bulls— movie where they make 
stuff up. My movies are real."

Behind the 
scenes with 
Lin-Manuel 
Miranda 

What was to become the Broad¬ 
way phenomenon Hamilton was 
still raw and unshaped when 
documentary filmmaker .Alex 
Horwitz turned on his camera 
three years ago. 

Whether Lin-Manuel Mir¬ 
anda's vision of Founding Fath¬ 
er Alexander Hamilton would 
become a concept album or a 
musical or something else had 
vet to be determined Horwitz 
didn’t mind. He just wanted to 
be there beside Miranda. 

“My lake was ’1 don't care 
what it ends up being. I just 
find it so compelling. Let me 
follow you as you continue to 
develop it."’ said Horwitz. “It was 
designed from the beginning to 
be a companion piece to Ham¬ 
ilton, whatever that became.” 

Hoiwitz ended up being, quite 
Literally, in the room when it hap¬ 
pened. His documentary Hamil¬ 
ton’s .'America debuts Friday oo 
BBS as part of its Great Perform¬ 
ances series, offering a behind- 
the-scenes look at the musical's 
creation and putting it in histor¬ 
ical context. 

The documentary maker, 
who befriended Miranda in col¬ 
lege, didn't want to make a film 
about the milking of the hip- 
hop-flavoured musical. That had 


already been done with Chasing 
Broadway Dreams, about Mir¬ 
anda's previous success with In 
the Heights. 

“I thought that this could be 
about history seen through Lin's 
eyes. That was the conceit of the 
film from the beginning,” said 
Horwitz. “It's a sort of audio¬ 
visual liner notes that exists for 
all rime now about this amazing, 
whirlwind experience he had.” 

Miranda allowed Horwitz 
extraordinary access, including 
a sequence in which he was cap¬ 
tured composing the song My 
Shot while visiting Aaron Bun 's 
home. Their friendship meant 
a level of comfort another film¬ 
maker might not have gotten. 

"He's much smarter than me," 
said Miranda, “so he said, 'Can 
I just stait filming you writing 
your next riling' in 2012, before 
we even knew this was a show. 
And the result is that he's got 
this great film." 

The RadicatMedia documen¬ 
tary combines backstage footage 
with field trips to places key to 
Hamilton, like actor Christopher 
Jackson, who plays George Wash¬ 
ington. visiting Mount Vernon, 
and Leslie Odom Jr. who plays 
Aaron Bum. stopping by the Mu¬ 
seum of Finance. 

The film is also augmented by 
interviews with politicians and 
celebrities including President 
Barack Obama, former ITesident 
Ceoige W. Bush, Speaker of the 
House Paul Ryan. Sen. Blizabeth 
Warren, former Treasury Secre¬ 
taries Hank Paulson and Tim¬ 
othy Geithner, Quest love, J immy 


Fallon, John Weidman, Mas and 
Stephen Sondheim. 

“It is quite a motley crew in 
the best possible way. Where 
else are you going to get a film 
that stars Quest love and Hank 
Paulson?" asked Horwitz. “People 
returned my calls because of 
Hamilton" 

Horwitz is the perfect man 
for the job. His father, director 
and writer Murray Horwitz, won 
a Tony Award in 1978 for /Ain’t 
Misbehavin' and his mother is a 
classically trained opera singer. 

He was a researcher for vi¬ 
sionary director Julie Taymor 
and became an experienced film 
editor for RadicalMedia, having 
cutjoe Berlinger's documentary 
Whitey, and is a big fan of Ken 
Burns. He also wrote and directed 
the zombie short film Alice Ja¬ 
cobs is Dead. “It's in my blood. 

I am a musical nerd. I am a his¬ 
tory nerd," he SEtid. “I wanted 
this movie to scratch both those 
itches for me and everyone in 
the audience as well. 1 ’ 

Horwitz bad about 100 hours 
of footage that he boiled down 
to 34 minutes. He hopes it ap¬ 
peals to both Hamilton fans and 
newcomers to the show. “1 know 
that this film is not the work 
that Hamilton is. This film is a 
shadow ofthiit far greater piece, 
in my mind," he said. “Birtifl did 
half as good a job as a doLumen- 
tarian as Lin did as a composer, 
then 1 think it will at least: be an 
entertaining and enlightening 
piece of material and a worthy 
companion piece.”

Cobie Smulders has been in ac¬ 
tion movies aplenty, but she's 
rarely parE of the action. That 
changes in jack Readier: Never 
Go Back. 

Opposite Tom Cruise, Smul- 
ders plays Major Susan Turner, 
a decorated solider accused of 
espionage. To prove her inno¬ 
cence she teams with Bencher 
in a battle for the truth, 

"I was really excited about 
doing some action scenes," says 


the Canadian born actress who 
played former director of the 
planetary intelligence sendee 
S.Hi.El.D, Maria Hill in vari¬ 
ous Avengers movies as well 
as on television. 

'T'd done some quote, un¬ 
quote action movies before, 
through The Avengers and the 
Marvel Universe. I’d be pan of 
some of their stuff but 1 missed 
out on most of the fun fight 
sequences. 


‘Jumping on this, ] knew 
[ would get to do more fighting, 
hands on, rather than standing 
next to the superheroes while 
they do all the fighting." 

She has more than her share 
of up-close-and-personal bat¬ 
tle sequences, bare knuckling 
her way through the story at a 
breakneck pace, but were the 
scenes as fun to shoot as she 
thought they would be? 

" That's a great question be¬ 
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cause sometimes they are not," 
she laughs. 'They are quite 
technical and they can drag 
on. When it is hist and intense, 
they’re really fun because it's 
like an adrenaline rush. 

“It's like doing a choreo¬ 
graphed dance with somebody. 

“But when they drag on and 
it becomes about the minutia 
of like. ‘We have to do the in¬ 
sert of the picking up of the 
meat tenderizer and we have 
to do it from this angle and 
that angle,' it takes the magic 
out of it." 

A magical experience or 
not, Smulders, who will next 
be seen in the action comedy 
Why We're Killing Gunther 
opposite Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger, says the scenes helped her 
performance. 

“For me al l the training and 
all the fighting helped me get 
into the character," she says. 

“There were da vs when I 
would push past breaking 
points and think, 1 can’t take 
this anymore, and then I would 
go further. 

“Jt got easier and easier. 
Jt was really painful at first 
but i always kept that in the 
back of my mind, what this 
woman would have had to go 


through, and what women and 
men in the military have to go 
through. 

“1 think anybody who de¬ 
cides to enlist in the military 
and do all the work it Eakes to 
become a major is somebody 
ivbo is much stronger than 1 
will ever be. 

“She's a woman we say has 
graduated Ranger School. 

“When we started shooting 
the movie that hadn't hap¬ 
pened yet; no women had 
graduated from Ranger School. 

“'Then during the shoot the 
first two women graduated. If] 
am playing a woman who can 
endure that type of training, 
then this should be like a piece 
of cake, what I'm doing on set." 

Cruise and Smulders play 
a sort of Mr. Sr Mrs. Smith, a 
deadly duo who never allow 
romance to get in the way of 
their appetite for bodily de¬ 
struction. Their relationship 
is a mix of Roadhouse style 
fighting and humorous rom- 
com dialogue. 

“To not have these charac¬ 
ters get together romantically," 
Smulders says, "w r as more in¬ 
teresting to watch than having 
a love scene in the middle of 
the movie."

Most child actors struggle to 
grow up iu such a cutthroat 
business as Hollywood. Many 
wind up cast aside, forgot¬ 
ten and jElded. Not Dakota 
Fanning, 

“I still enjoy the process of 
making Films more than any¬ 
thing in my life," insisted the 
22-year-old actress recently 
at the Toronto International 
Film Test. 

"because I did start out so 
young, J think JVe been able 
to maintain not a childlike 
perspective, but 1 still come 
to the process wi th a real 
enthusiasm and that hasn't 
gone away.” 

It's certainly refreshing to 
find someone so upbeat about 
H ol lywood w ho is just as e n- 
thusiastic about their future 
prospects. 

For Fanning* that includes 
her upcoming acclaimed 
drama American Pastoral, in 
which she plays a teenaged 
daughter who disappears after 
becoming radicalized in the 
social upheaval of the '60s 
until her father (Fwan Mc¬ 
Gregor \ discovers her years 
later. 

“This character is kind 
of a once-in-a-life time role 
and this sort of complex 
role doesn't come along very 
often, so 1 was in no matter 
what,” said Fanning of Ewen 
McGregor's directorial debut. 
“For me it's just about the 
role itself (and) this one is 
set during a very tumultuous 
time and there's definitely a 
lot to explore there” 

While Fanning was involved 


before McGregor climbed into 
the director’s chair, she was 
still struck by the actor's 
debut. And having worked 
with Hollywood’s greatest

The path to Ewan McGregor's 
feature directorial debut was a 
long, winding one beset w r ith 
bouts of insecurity — and a 
roadblock by a (Quebec film¬ 
maker. 

The Scottish Trainspotting 
star says American Pastoral, 
out Friday in Toronto and Van¬ 
couver. isn’t the first feature 
he wanted to direct. 

He previously targeted Ales¬ 
sandro Baricco’s novel Silk for 
an adaptation, but it was ul¬ 
timately directed by Montreal's 
Francois Girard with Keira 
Knight ley in a leading role. 

After eyeing another film 
that also didn’t work out for 
him to direct, McGregor even¬ 
tually came to helm American 
Pastoral. Kill only after a few 
pre-production hiccups. 

McGregor first signed on to 
only star in the family drama* 
which is based on Philip Roth's 
Pulitzer Prize-winning novel. 

He plays a successful 1960s 
business owner married to a 
former beauty queen, played 
by Jennifer Connelly, in New¬ 
ark, NJ. Their seemingly idyl¬ 
lic family crumbles when their 
daughter, played by Dakota 
Fanning, becomes involved 
with a violent movement 
against the Vietnam War. 

McGregor said the key cast 
w r as set but they couldn't nail 
down a director. His agent 
pushed him to take on the 
role, 

McGregor sat down with the 
script and called Lake shore 
Entertainment founder Tom 
Rosenberg to plead his case. 

*1 said. ‘Maybe 1 could do 
it. maybe you could trust me 
to direct it.'* 

McGregor was undaunted 
by the pressure involved with 
taking on such a revered novel. 

“I jusi saw it as an amazing 
story and l would much rather 
be tackling something compli¬ 
cated and interesting with my 
first movie than something 
banal and silly.*

auteurs — front Steven Spiel¬ 
berg (War of the Worldsl to 
the Late-Tony Scott (Man on 
Fire} — she certainly speaks 
from experience. 

“The best directors have 
an understanding of actors. 
He definitely has a deeper 
understanding because he 
is one,” said Fanning of Mc¬ 
Gregor. "He's just such a great 
guy anti being a director in 
general, you are required to 
balance being in control and 
being decisive and at the same 
time, being collaborative and 
respectful of everyone’s ideas 


and that's where he excelled 
— he completely had that 
balance.* 

With over 16 years in show¬ 
biz, Fanning hits surely earned 
an education in filmmaking. 
In fact, while she stops short 
of admitting she has any pro¬ 
jects in the works, she isn't 
looking too far ahead to get 
behind the camera herself. 

"That’s a definite for me,” 
said Fanning. “Being a dir¬ 
ector is something that I'm 
becoming ready for and it’s 
something I’d really like to 
do.*

Here's the catch on visiting 
Aitutaki: It's not that easy to 
get to. First you fly to Raro¬ 
tonga, the largest of the Cook 
Islands, IS volcanic islands 
and atolls scattered over an 
area the size of the Mediterran¬ 
ean. From Rarotonga's open- 
air arrport. walk into town for 
the quintessential Polynesian 
souvenir, black pearls, then 
hop on the city bus that circles 
the island in an hour to snorkel 
off Aroa Beach.

As J savour every last morse] of 
my melt-in-your-mouth tuna tar- 
tare, Mozart, Marilyn Monroe, 
James Dean and Durth Viider all 
seem to eye my plate hungrily. 

Their i mages are splattered 
across the walls of Htre A vet 
Tbi [E A.IT in WMontreal hotel, 
along with the likes of hockey 
legend Maurice 'The Rocket" 
Richard, Batman and Mr. i. 

It's an impressive list of regu¬ 
lars. Who knew Montreal would 
be able to deliver my dream 
dinner party? 

Rut that's the magic of a 
city steadily becoming a living, 
breathing work of art Through 
the likes of murals and new r 
multimedia installations, all of 
Montreal seems to be a canvas. 

There's no place that demon¬ 
strates that better than £_A.T. 
The will! art. from deviant wild¬ 
life to pomiculture mash-ups, 
was created by a who's who of 
famous graffiti and street aitists 
— mos t of them local. 

Arthur Gaillard, artistic direc¬ 
tor of MA&SIVait, the creative 
agency behind the decor, calls 
it "street-art inspired.” 

Beyond minor space and col¬ 
our constraints, each artist was 
free to follow their muse. “The 
history of Montreal street art 
is found in here." Gaillard says, 
noting MASSIVait aims to make 


art more accessible to the broad¬ 
er public. 

Montreal's annual MURAL fes¬ 
tival takes that same attitude to 
the city's walls. The 2016 edition 
included new murals from local 
£a,T. contributors like Stikki 
Reaches, and international art¬ 
ists like Israel's Kione Yourself, 
New York's Ruff Monster and 
England's D*Eace. 

Andre Rathalon, co-founder 
of MURAL, says the test has pro¬ 
duced nearly 20 new r murals 
each year since 2013, and main¬ 
tains a growing legacy of over 50 
permanent pieces on Montreal's 
walls. They even employ a repair 
artist for touch-ups, 

“Once the party is over, the 
art stays on the walk" he ex¬ 
plains. “The murals become 
landmarks or beacons. This is 
art tourism, a walk of discovery." 

The murals are all found in 
the vicinity of Boulevard Saint- 
Laurent, which is dosed to traffic 
for t he June festival.'ibe multi¬ 
storey murals pop out in unique 
ways depending on factors like 
sunlight, and your distance and 
angle. 

from a mystical weeping 
woman, and a boy with a sling 
shot aimed at the stars, to a 
jungle-themed old comic book 
ewer, the murals feel like magic¬ 
al little windows in the urban 
landscape. Sidewalks are fair 
game, too. On one comer. I'm 
forced to step on the drawing of 
a giant. 25-foot long pink squid, 
his king tentacles reaching over 
the sidewalk and into a nearby 
sewer grate. 

Eathalon says each mural Iras 
four lives, and is reinvented by 
the changing seasons — espe¬ 
cially in the winter, when the 
snow sharpens the surreal col¬ 
ours.

In 2015. Montreal's murals 
earned it distinction as the first 
Canadian city to be added to 
Google's street art gallery. With 
over ISO local murals available, 
it joined the likes of Barcelona, 
Philadelphia and London as a 
public art wonder of the world. 
Montreal's new r motto could 
be, “Come for the ait, stay for 
the city T 

Case in point. Cite Memoire 
i n Old Montreal, where spirits 
of the past are brought back to 
life by a living spirit of creativ¬ 
ity and innovation. A new, free 
app allows visitors to journey 
through time via the project's IS 
after-dark tableaux. The multi- 
media vignettes, triggered by 
motion sensors and smart de¬ 
vices (which also provide the 
audio), project stories of the 
city's milestones and famous 
characters onto the area's his¬ 
toric walls. Four more will be 
added for the city's 375th birth¬ 
day in 2017. 

As cocreator Victor Pikm says, 
“'All these people that made and 
built Montreal are still in its 
bricks.”
